Further  trouble  has  be^ n  experienced  during  the  year 
in  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  the  3  outh  oeach  area  duo 
to  tho  condition  of  plant  at  the  Gas  forks,  serving  tho 
ejectors,  which  Is  very  old  and  which  has  been  under  constant 
repair.

2,  Houso  Refuse 

T'h'e'  co lie  ctio n  of  houso  refuse  is  on  a  weekly  basis , 

During  the  summer  months  twice  or  thrice  weekly- 
collections  have  been  made  at  all  business  promises  and 
catering  establishments . 

A  n ,ow  Harrier  Bantam  refuse  collection  vehicle  has  been 
purchased  to  replace  an  existing  Harrier  vehicle. 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  boon  carried  out  by  Controlled 
Tipping,  An  area  of  low  lying  land  adjacent  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Berks,  which  is  being  formed  into  a  Car  Park, 
is  used  for  the  period  October  -  April  and  Heach.am;  Qtiarhy 
is  utilised  for  the  period  May-Septembor , 


Water  Supply 

The  total  gallonage  of  water  jjumpe d  during  the  year 
1950  was  84,947,000  as  compared  with  94,857,ouo  in  1949, 
The  gallonage  pumped  per  month  ranged  from  a  peak  of 
lu, 432,oeo  in  August  to  a  minimum  of  5, 520, ueo  in  March* 


During  the  year  15  sample 3  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Samples  taken  at  the  works 
after  periods  of  heavy  rain,  and  before  chlorination, 
showed  indications  of  pollution  by  surface  water.  Samples 
taken  after  cholori nation  at  both  the  water  tower  and  from 
domestic  taps  in  various  parts  of  the  town  were  in  all  case 
reported  on  as  "  highly  satisfactory”.
